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Job Well Done 


The last majQr hurdle standing in 
the way of bringing a nationally known 
m anufacluring plant to Monroe Coun­ 
ty waa cleared Monday when the Poco- 
no Mountains C h a m a r of Commerce 
voted to borrow $5,500 to help finance 
extension of w ater lines to the plant 
site. 
The $5,500 represents the difference 
between the $14,500 cost for installing 
the lines and the $0.000 which two local 
industries contributed toward the pro­ 
ject. 
Plans and specifications for a $750,- 
000 building to house the new plant 
have been prepared and turned over 
to the m anufacturer. Awarding of con­ 
struction contracta was held up' tem ­ 
porarily pending the receipt of local 
assurances th a t a 10-inch water line 
would be extended to the plant site. 
The C ham lie r of Commerce, whose 
industrial com m ittee has worked long 
and hard to attrac t new industries to 


this area, acted wisely when it assumed 
the responsibility fo r guaranteeing a 
w ater supply adequate to meet the in­ 
dustry’s needs. 
In moving to expedite the project, 
the Chamber once again dem onstrated 
its eagerness to bolster the commun­ 
ity ’s industrial foundation and to build 
a greater fram ew ork in every way pos­ 
sible. 
It is pursuing a long-range program 
intended to enlarge upon the diversifi­ 
cation of industry we now have. Its 
job is not an easy one, for the com m it­ 
tee m ust give freely of their time d u r­ 
ing the period of negotiation w ith any 
and all industrial prospects. 
The com m unity should be thankful 
it has men such as those in the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce who are not only will­ 
ing but anxious to contribute th eir 
time, often a t a personal sacrifice, in 
order to open up new job opportuni­ 
ties. We salute them for their efforts.

America is in for a surprise at the arm ­ 
ies of people, th e huge suma of m oney 
and the vast n atu ral resources th a t are 
devoted to his service. 
Publishers of U. S. newspapers paid 
out nearly a billion dollars in 1957 for 
paper alone — alm ost six-and-A-half 
million tons of new sprint — according 


to the study ju s t released by the News­ 
print Inform ation Committee. Of th is 
enormous acreage of printing surface, 
the lion’s share — well over half — was 
used by advertisers to satisfy public in­ 
terest in inform ation about available 
goods and services. 
To produce th e newsprint required 
for advertising space alone, the Com­ 
m ittee estim ates, 26,000 men worked 
for a year in woodlands and mills, h a r­ 
vesting and processing an. estim ated 76 
pillion trees representing the annual 
regrowth from 
thousands of square 
miles of forests. To do this staggering 
job, the mills them selves called into 
play production facilities having a re-' 
placement value of one-and-one-third 
billions of dollars!

I can’t Imagine anyone low 
enough to purposely set a fire 
in our woods. It just doesn't

United 
States

where else in the year 1958. 
In the fir*t place, the In­ 
come tax. not only the enorm ­ 
ous share that tt takes of each 
person’s earnings but the bru­ 
tal method of collection, re­ 
duces the individual s right of 
decision to a greater or lesser 
degree, 
depending 
upon 
his 
earnings and the nature of hit 
business. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
govern­ 
m ents manipulation of 
t h a 
value of money and of price* 
by subsidies and support's and 
other 
gimmicks 
further 
re­ 
duce* the Individual's author­ 
ity over his own 
earnings. 
Money Is an exchange for ser­ 
vices 
and 
goods 
and 
Is 
a 
m easure 
which, 
when 
con­ 
stant, permits for planning. 
When the value of money 
becomes inconstant and prices 
fluctuate upward, a share of 
each individual’s earnings dis­ 
appears into nothingness. 
W hat Is Reasonable ? 
The Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury ought to explain what he 
means to do about that when 
he describes the rights of de­ 
cision on the part, of free 
men. Men are only fully free 
when no one is manipulating 
their earnings by destroying 
values. 
The head of a 
family is 
avoiding postponable expendi­ 
tures at this moment because 
he feels that the m arket Is 
outpriced and that 
p r i c e s 
must cunie down to a reason­ 
able level. W hat is a reason­ 
able level? It Is a figure which 
the consumer can afford to 
pay w ithout suspecting that he 
Is being robbed. 
Economics are not hard to 
understand. The professional 
economists 
a n d 
professors, 
who are usually small earn­ 
ers, have developed a jargon, 
and systems which sound ter­ 
rific;
